Venezuela opposition 
challenges post- 
Chavez vote 


CARACAS (AFP) - Vene¬ 
zuela’s opposition yesterday 
challenged the results of last 
month’s presidential poll won 
by the late Hugo Chavez’s suc¬ 
cessor, further muddying an al¬ 
ready messy transition to life 
without the divisive leader. 

The center-right opposition 
in the oil-rich South American 
nation filed its formal chal¬ 
lenge with the Supreme Court, 
even though it says the tribunal 
is loaded with pro-Chavez 
judges and certain to reject the 
challenge. 

Opposition coalition offi¬ 
cial Ramon Jose Medina said 
the complaint alleges ’’bribery, 
violence and fraud” throughout 
the electoral process that ended 
in victory for Chavez heir 
Nicolas Maduro over rival 
Henrique Capriles. 

This step was in essence a 
necessary formality before the 
opposition takes its case to the 
Inter-American Court of Hu¬ 
man Rights — part of the Or¬ 
ganization of American States. 

Maduro, a former bus 
driver, won the April 14 elec¬ 
tion by a slim margin of just 


1.5 percentage points, accor¬ 
ding to the National Electoral 
Council. 

But Capriles has cited mul¬ 
tiple irregularities and said the 
government stole the snap 
election called after Chavez 
died of cancer in March. 

An audit launched by the 
election council Monday is a 
superficial ’’farce” because it is 
only examining the electronic 
voting system itself and not 
physical records of the April 
election, Capriles said 
Wednesday. 

Tensions have been running 
very high since the election to 
replace Chavez. 

In protests right after last 
month’s voting, at least nine 
people died and dozens more 
were injured. 

Opposition and pro-govern¬ 
ment lawmakers fought with 
their fists and their feet in a 
spectacular brawl in congress 
on Tuesday. And the two sides 
held dueling May Day 
marches on Wednesday, with 
Maduro calling Capriles a 
’’crybaby” who could not ac¬ 
cept defeat.

Recently, the federal govern¬ 
ment warned fish processors 
to take safety precautions 
with species that carry a risk 
of ciguatera fish poisoning 
(CFP). 

In a draft guidance for in¬ 
dustry published in the Fed¬ 
eral Register, the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration 
listed the types of fish that 
have been found to harbor 
ciguatoxins, including two 
species of lionfish that had 
not previously been named as 
a potential CFP threat. 

Ciguatoxins are produced 
by an algae that grows in 
coral reefs and are found in 
the highest concentrations in 
the muscle tissue, organs, and 
fat of tropical or subtropical 
predatory reef fish, according 
to the Florida Department of 
Health. 

CFP is usually characte¬ 
rized by nausea, vomiting, di¬ 
arrhea and neurological 
symp- toms including tin¬ 
gling of the lips and extremi¬ 
ties and a reversal of one’s 
sensation of hot and cold. 
These neurological symp¬ 
toms can last for years after 
exposure to the toxin. 

Ciguatoxins cause more 
illnesses worldwide than any 
other marine toxin in the 
world, and are most common 
in large predatory fish in the 
Caribbean Sea, the South Pa¬ 
cific Ocean, the Indian Ocean 
and the Gulf of Mexico. 

In its draft guidance, FDA 
refers fish processors to its 
Fish and Fishery Products 
Hazards and Controls Gui¬ 
dance, also known as The 
Guide, for a list of the fish 
that may carry dangerous lev¬ 
els of ciguatoxins. These in¬ 


clude certain 
species of bar¬ 
racuda, grouper, 
scamp, amberjack, 
snapper, hind, hog- 
fish, jobfish, pom- 
pano, jacks and 
trevally, wrasse, 
mackerel, tang, 
moray eels and par- 
rotfish, according 
to The Guide. 

With its new 
guidance, FDA has 
added two species 
of lionfish (Pterois 
volitans and Pterois 
miles) to those that may pose 
a CFP threat. 

“We have also found CFP 
toxins in lionfish (Pterois 
volitans and Pterois miles) 
collected in waters surround¬ 
ing the U.S. Virgin Islands,” 
says the agency in the docu¬ 
ment. “However, as of Janu¬ 
ary 2013, there have been no 
reports of CFP illnesses asso¬ 
ciated with the consumption 
of lionfish.” 

FDA urges primary 
seafood processors to be 
aware of potential ciguatoxin 
risks associated with fish they 
are purchasing from har¬ 
vesters. 

The agency’s HACCP 
guidelines for fish call for 


species from at-risk areas to 
be discarded. 

Cooking fish does not kill 
ciguatoxins, which are heat 
stable and odor free, and 
there is no known cure for 
CFP. Therefore the best way 
to avoid CFP is to be aware 
of any ciguatoxin risk in the 
areas from which a fish is 
harvested. 

“CFP occurrence is spo¬ 
radic in reef areas, so you 
have to rely on local knowl¬ 
edge of areas that have a his¬ 
tory of problems.” said Ken 
Gall, a seafood technology 
specialist for the New York 
Sea Grant at Cornell Univer¬ 
sity Extension in an emailed 
statement to Food Safety 
News last month.

60 die in Darfur gold 
Colombia rebels go global mine collapse 


in drive for jailed leader 


HAVANA (AFP) - Colombia’s 
leftist FARC rebels yesterday 
urged international pressure on 
the United States for it to free 
a jailed guerrilla leader so he 
can take part in peace talks 
with the Bogota government. 

Simon Trinidad was extra¬ 
dited to the United States in 
2004 over the kidnapping of 
three Americans, and is ser¬ 
ving a 60-year jail term. 

The FARC and the govern¬ 
ment began the peace talks in 
Havana in November, and the 
guerrillas have been pressing 
Washington to pardon Trinidad 


and let him take part in these 
negotiations to end Latin 
America’s last insurgency. The 
Americans have refused. 

The head of the guerrilla 
delegation, Ivan Marquez, read 
a statement yesterday appea¬ 
ling for ’’international solida¬ 
rity” with Trinidad. 

Marquez also read what he 
was said was a US diplomatic 
cable released by secret- 
spilling website WikiLeaks 
that says there were no crimi¬ 
nal charges in the United 
States that justified Trinidad’s 
extradition. 


KHARTOUM (AFP) - More 
than 60 workers were killed 
when an unlicenced desert 
gold mine collapsed in an area 
of Sudan’s Darfur where hun¬ 
dreds died in fighting over the 
precious commodity in Janu- 
ary-February, the district chief 
said yesteray. 

It was not known how 
many people may still be miss¬ 
ing after Monday’s accident in 
Jebel Amir district, more than 
200 kilometers (125 miles) 
northwest of the North Darfur 
state capital El Fasher.

It is also a tempting but 
dangerous occupation for resi¬ 
dents of Sudan’s poverty- 
stricken western region of 
Darfur which has been devas¬ 
tated by a decade of civil war. 

’’The number of people who 
died is more than 60,” said 
Haroun al-Hassan, local com¬ 
missioner for Jebel Amir, 
adding that rescue operations 
were still taking place. 

”I cannot give exact figures 
because no one got precise 
numbers of how many people 
were going inside the tunnel,” 
which descends 40 metres, he 
said. 

Rescuers were using hand 
tools to try to reach the vic¬ 
tims, he said, without specify¬ 
ing whether anyone might still 
be alive. 

”We cannot use machines 
because if they came near, the 
ground will collapse. People 
are using traditional tools and 
because of this, the rescue is 
very slow,” Hassan said, un¬ 
able to give more details. 

A humanitarian source said 
earlier this year that close to 
70,000 people were digging 
for gold in Jebel Amir. 

They risk their lives, maybe 
striking gold but often coming 
up empty. 


us surprised 
by Bolivian 
expuision 
of USAID 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Bo¬ 
livia’s decision to expel 
USAID came as a shock to the 
United States, as no one in Evo 
Morales’ government had com¬ 
plained about the US develop¬ 
ment agency’s activities, a US 
official said yesterday. 

Meddling in Bolivia’s inter¬ 
nal affairs was the stated rea¬ 
son for the decision announced 
Wednesday by President Mo¬ 
rales, although he did not spe¬ 
cify just how the agency was 
interfering. 

Now, nine US experts 
working in South America’s 
poorest country in education, 
health and environmental pro¬ 
grams will presumably have to 
leave, said Mark Lopes, 
USAID’s deputy assistant ad¬ 
ministrator for Latin America 
and the Caribbean. 

USAID had heard there was 
grumbling within the Morales 
government about it but ”we 
always found cooperative part¬ 
ners and government officials 
within all levels of govern¬ 
ment,” Lopes said. 

The agency had a budget of 
$26 million in Bolivia last 
year.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama yes¬ 
terday nominated billionaire 
Hyatt hotels heiress and major 
Democratic campaign contrib¬ 
utor Penny Pritzker as his new 
commerce secretary. 

Filling out his second term 
economics team, Obama also 
named Michael Froman, cur¬ 
rently his top advisor on inter¬ 
national economics, to be US 
Trade Representative, as his 
administration tries to boost 
US exports. 

The choice of Pritzker, a 
member of a prominent 
Chicago business dynasty who 
staked out her own success in 
real estate, was unsurprising — 
her name had been circulating 
for months as a likely nominee. 

After having helped Obama 
raise millions for his initial 
White House run as his na¬ 
tional finance chairwoman, 
Pritzker had been tipped to be 
commerce secretary in his first 
term. 

But amid some controversy 
over her fortune, her family’s 
use of loopholes to pay low tax 
rates, and objections from 
unions over Hyatt's relations 
with its workers, she an¬ 
nounced shortly after the elec¬ 
tion that she would not take the 
job at that time. 

Four years later, Obama ap¬ 
parently feels that it will now 
be easier to get the necessary 
support in the US Senate for 
her confirmation. 

Pritzker, who turned 54 on 
Thursday, "is one of our coun¬ 
try's most distinguished busi¬ 
ness leaders," Obama said. 

Pritzker earned graduate de¬ 
grees in law and business ad¬ 
ministration from Stanford 
University, after getting an un¬ 
dergraduate degree in econom¬ 
ics at Harvard. 

Her father, Donald Pritzker, 
was one of the cofounders of 
the Hyatt hotel chain.

Over 270,000 pedestrians killed 
each year: WHO 


Dutchman fined for selling 
horsemeat as 'halal beef 


GENEVA (AFP) - More than 
270,000 pedestrians are killed 
on the world's roads each year, 
the World Health Organisation 
said Thursday, slamming 
decades of neglect in favour of 
vehicle transportation. 

The UN health agency un¬ 
derlined that pedestrian vic¬ 
tims make up 22 percent of the 
total 1.24 million people killed 
annually in road traffic acci¬ 
dents around the globe. 

"More than 5,000 pedestri¬ 
ans are killed on the world's 
roads each week. This is be¬ 
cause their needs have been 
neglected for decades, often in 
favour of motorised transport," 
said Etienne Krug, head of the 
WHO's injury prevention de¬ 
partment. 

"We need to rethink the way 
we organise our transport sys¬ 
tems to make walking safe and 



save pedestrian lives," he said 
in a statement. 

Pedestrians are among the 
most vulnerable road users, the 
WHO said. 

It pointed to studies showing 
that males — whether children 
or adults — make up a high 
proportion of pedestrian deaths 
and injuries. 

In developed countries. 


older pedestrians are more at 
risk, while in low-income and 
middle-income countries, chil¬ 
dren and young adults are 
often affected. 

The proportion of pedestri¬ 
ans killed in relation to other 
road users is highest in Africa, 
at 38 percent, and lowest in 
Southeast Asia, where the fig¬ 
ure is 12 percent. 

"We are all pedestrians, and 
governments should put in 
place measures to better pro¬ 
tect all of us," said Oleg Chest- 
nov, head of the WHO's 
non-communicable diseases 
and mental health division. 

"This will not only save 
lives, but create the conditions 
needed to make walking safe. 
When roads are safe, people 
will walk more, and this in turn 
will improve health and pro¬ 
tect the environment," he 
added. 

The WHO recommends a 
mix of enforcement, engineer¬ 
ing and education measures to 
improve pedestrian safety. 

They include boosting laws 
against speeding, drinking and 
driving, and mobile phone use 
at the wheel, as well as provid¬ 
ing pavements, underpasses 
and decent road lighting, better 
public transport and improved 
design with soft vehicle fronts 
that reduce impact damage. 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch businessman under in¬ 
vestigation in a Europe-wide 
probe into a horse-for-beef 
food scandal on Thursday was 
given a suspended sentence 
and fined 50,000 euros for sell¬ 
ing horsemeat as Islamic halal- 
slaughtered beef in France. 

A district court in Den 
Bosch on appeal ordered Jan 
Fasen, 63, to pay the 50,000 
euro ($66,000) fine and also 
slapped him with a six-month 
sentence suspended for two 
years. 

"The suspect for two years 
bought horsemeat in Brazil 
and Mexico after which it was 
sold on paper as halal-slaugh- 
tered beef," the court said in a 
statement. "The meat was sold 
to French suppliers," it added 
but did not give specific 
names. 

Based in the southern Dutch 
city of Breda, Fasen was orig¬ 
inally handed a one-year 
prison sentence with three 
months suspended in January 
2012, but prosecutors appealed 
for a longer jail term. 

Judges in the appeals case 
however said Thursday it 
could not be proved that Fasen 
profited from the sales of the 
"halal meat" and that public 
health was not endangered by 
his actions. 

Fasen is the director of the 


Cyprus-based meat trading 
company called Draap Trading 
which several British and 
Dutch media reports in Febru¬ 
ary fingered as a suspected 
link between Romanian abat¬ 
toirs and a French supplier. 

A broader criminal investi¬ 
gation against Fasen and his 
company in this regard "was 
still under way and could take 
several more weeks," a Public 
Prosecutor spokeswoman 
Marieke van der Molen told 
AFP. 

Earlier this month the Euro¬ 
pean Commission said thou¬ 
sands of DNA tests on 
European beef products have 
revealed extensive food fraud 
across the European Union, 
with almost one in 20 meats 
marketed as beef likely to be 
tainted with horse. 

Since the scare exploded in 
Britain and France in early 
February, governments have 
scrambled to figure out how 
the mislabelling occurred 
which saw thousands of meat 
products being pulled off 
shelves across the continent.

--Salmonellosis is caused by a number of Salmonella 
bacteria. According to the World Health Organization, 
more than 2,500 types of Salmonella bacteria exist, but 
the most common are Salmonella typhimurium and Sal¬ 
monella enteritidis.

A small num¬ 
ber of people with salmonellosis will develop a condition 
called Reiter's syndrome, a type of reactive arthritis that 
can cause painful joints, eye irritation, and painful urina¬ 
tion. Reiter's syndrome symptoms can last for months 
or years and can lead to chronic arthritis.

More videogame players 
moving online: survey 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
More than seven in 10 Ameri- 
eans who play videogames are 
now doing so online, a survey 
showed Thursday. 

The NPD Group study 
showed the figure of 72 per- 
eent of online gamers was up 
five pereentage points from a 
year earlier. 

Along with the rise in online 
gaming, there was also an in- 
erease in the number of hours 
spent playing games aeross 
various deviees. The rise was 
nine pereent overall and six 
pereent for online games. 

’’Besides the size of the 
gaming audienee and sales 
performanee, one of the key 
metries for the industry to 
wateh is the time gamers 



spend playing games,” said 
Liam Callahan, an NPD in¬ 
dustry analyst. 

’’This study found that the 
overall amount of time spent 
gaming, and time spent gam¬ 
ing online inereased aeross 
virtually every type of deviee, 
and notably so, versus 2012.” 

The PC ranked as the top 
platform for online gaming, 
with 68 pereent using that de¬ 
viee. But PC gaming use was 
down four pereent and online 
gaming on mobile deviees 
grew by 12 pereentage points 
sinee last year. 

A total of 62 pereent of 
those surveyed said they pre¬ 
ferred games in the physieal 
format, down three pereent 
from a year earlier. 

’’While many gamers prefer 
games in the physieal format, 
the inereased availability of 
digital eontent paired with a 
greater amount of eonneeted 
deviees has driven an inerease 
in the number of eonsumers 
going online to aeeess the eon- 
tent they want,” said Callahan. 

NPD surveyed 8,867 indi¬ 
viduals in an online survey be¬ 
tween Febmary 15 and Mareh 4. 


RIYADH (AFP) - Five Saudis 
have died of a new SARS-like 
virus during the past few days 
and two more are being treated 
in an intensive eare unit, the 
health ministry said. 

In a statement eited by the 
Saudi SPA ageney late on 
Wednesday, the ministry said 
that all the deaths as well as the 
infeetions oeeurred in the 
Ahsaa provinee in the oil-rieh 
eastern region of the kingdom. 

Known as novel eoronavirus 
or hCoV-EMC, the virus was 
first deteeted in mid-2012 and 
is a eousin of Severe Aeute 
Respiratory Syndrome 

(SARS), whieh triggered a 
seare 10 years ago when it 
erupted in east Asia, leaping to 
humans from animal hosts. 

hCoV-EMC stands for 
human eoronavirus-Erasmus 
Medieal Centre, after the 
Duteh health institution that 
identified it. 

The health ministry said it is 
taking ’’all preeautionary 
measures for persons who 
have been in eontaet with the 
infeeted people... and has 
taken samples from them to 
examine if they are infeeted.” 

However, the ministry gave 
no figures for how many peo¬ 


ple have been examined to see 
if they have the lethal disease. 

Sixteen people have now 
died from 23 eases deteeted in 
Saudi Arabia, Jordan, Ger¬ 
many and Britain. 

Riyadh has aeeounted for 
most of the deaths, with 11 
people ineluding the five new 
fatalities. 

Coronaviruses eause most 
eommon eolds and pneumo¬ 
nia, but are also to blame for 
unusual eonditions sueh as 
SARS which killed more than 
800 people when it swept out 


of China in 2003. 

The new virus is different 
from SARS, in that it can 
cause rapid kidney failure. 

The strain is shrouded in 
mystery, and the World Health 
Organisation (WHO) does not 
yet know how it is transmitted 
or how widespread it is. 

Last month, scientists re¬ 
ported in Nature magazine that 
the virus appears to infect the 
body via a docking point in 
lung cells, and suggested that 
bats may be a natural reservoir 
for it.

ECB cuts rates to record low 


Oil prices recover on 
US jobless data 


LONDON (AFP) - Oil prices 
rebounded slightly Thursday 
on positive US jobs data and 
from sharp falls in previous 
days amid weaker global de¬ 
mand for crude. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in June jumped $1.06 
to $ 101.01 a barrel in late Lon¬ 
don trading. 

New York’s main contract, 
light sweet crude for June grew 
82 cents to $91.85 a barrel. 

"After precipitous falls in the 
past two days we've seen a lit¬ 
tle bit of a bounce back in both 
Brent and WTI oil prices, no 
doubt helped by the better- 
than-expected US jobless 
claims data," said Michael 
Hewson, senior analyst at 
CMC Markets trading group. 

New claims for US unemploy¬ 
ment benefits fell for last week to 
a five-year low, the US Labor 
Department said Thursday. 

Initial jobless claims, an in¬ 
dicator of the pace of layoffs, 
fell by 18,000 to 324,000 in the 
week ending April 27, the de¬ 
partment said. 

That was the lowest level 
since mid-January 2008, when 
claims totalled 321,000. Ana¬ 
lysts on average had expected 
claims to rise to 346,000. 

Oil prices had meanwhile 
closed down by more than 
$2.40 Wednesday on fresh 
signs of economic weakness in 
the United States and China —

the world's largest crude con¬ 
sumers. 

A US oil inventory report on 
Wednesday showed crude 
stocks increasing by 6.7 mil¬ 
lion barrels for the week end¬ 
ing April 26, far above the 
800,000-barrel forecast by an¬ 
alysts. 

This brought inventory 
stocks to a 395.3-mihion total, 
the highest weekly figure since 
the US Energy Information 
Administration began collect¬ 
ing the data in 1982. 

A rise in inventory stocks in¬ 
dicates weak energy demand 
and puts a downward pressure 
on prices. 

Separate data this week has 
showed a slowdown for US 
and Chinese manufacturing ac¬ 
tivity. 


Royal Dutch Shell 
says boss to 
retire 

LONDON (AFP) - Royal 
Dutch Shell's chief execu¬ 
tive Peter Voser will retire 
next year, the energy giant 
said in a surprise an¬ 
nouncement, as it also un¬ 
veiled a drop in 
first-quarter net profits 
blamed on lower crude oil 
prices. 

In a message to staff, 
Voser said he wanted to 
spend more time with his 
family and change his 
lifestyle, after more than 
25 years working for the 
London-listed energy 
major during two spells. 

Voser, 54, has been 
chief executive since July 
2009. Shell said it would 
review internal and exter¬ 
nal candidates to find a 
successor. 

The outgoing boss 
added that he would main¬ 
tain a "limited" number of 
non-executive roles at 
other companies. 


BRATISLAVA (AFP) - The 
European Central Bank cut in¬ 
terest rates to a new record low 
on Thursday amid a chorus of 
calls for the eurozone to focus 
on growth to end a "nightmare 
of unemployment" in the bloc. 

A day after May Day 
demonstrations across Europe 
for an end to punishing auster¬ 
ity in favour of policies to spur 
growth, the ECB shaved a 
quarter point off its key "refi" 
refinancing rate to a new 
record low of 0.50 percent. 

The widely expected move 
was by no means unanimous 
on the ECB's policy-setting 
governing council, central 
bank chief Mario Draghi re¬ 
vealed. 

But despite the divisions. 


Draghi vowed to keep rates 
low for as long as needed and 
could take further action again 
if necessary. 

The ECB meeting came as a 
debate resurfaces over whether 
German-led austerity policies 
are the best medicine for the 
recession-wracked eurozone, 
now in the third year of its 
crippling debt crisis. 

New Italian Prime Minister 
Enrico Letta, who has vowed 
to spearhead the drive towards 
more growth-friendly policies, 
said on Thursday that a plan 
was needed within weeks to 
end the "nightmare" of mount¬ 
ing youth unemployment. 

Speaking in Brussels after 
meeting European Commis¬ 
sion President Jose Manuel 


Barroso, Letta said: "Youth un¬ 
employment, that is the real 
nightmare of my country and 
the EU." 

But the head of the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund, Chris¬ 
tine Lagarde, weighed into the 
debate saying she saw no alter¬ 
native to austerity championed 
by German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel. 

"What is the alternative?" 
asked Lagarde. 

Providing hope that the 
ECB might act again to stimu¬ 
late the economy, Draghi re¬ 
peated his comments from last 
month saying the ECB would 
"monitor very closely" incom¬ 
ing data and insisting the bank 
was "ready to act if needed." 


India approves IKEA plan to open 
stores: officials 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - The In¬ 
dian government on Thursday 
approved a plan worth almost 
$2-bilhon by Swedish furni¬ 
ture giant IKEA to open stores 
in India for the first time, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The Swedish firm, which 
submitted its application last 
June, hopes to open 25 stores 
in India through a 100-percent 
owned unit called Ingka Hold¬ 
ing. It comes as part of a wider 
push into emerging markets 
such as China and Russia. 

IKEA's entry into India is 
being closely watched as a test 
case for how a large foreign 
corporation might negotiate 
India's notorious red tape. 

IKEA in a statement de¬ 
scribed the cabinet decision as 
a "big step in our journey to 
open IKEA stores in India", 
according to the Press Trust of 
India.

"We feel very confident that 
the people of India will love to 
visit and to shop at IKEA," the 
company's Indian chief execu¬ 
tive officer Juvencio Maeztu 
said in the statement after the 
government's final nod. 

The FIPB gave the plan the 
green light in January, two 
months after it had rejected 15 
of IKEA's 30 product lines, in¬ 
cluding food and textiles.

Cuban regime like a crumbling 
house: dissident blogger 


GENEVA (AFP) - Cuba’s 
communist regime is like an 
ageing house on the verge of 
collapse, leading dissident 
blogger Yoani Sanchez said 
Thursday, insisting Havana’s 
timid reforms were a smoke¬ 
screen. 

’’The so-called Raulista 
changes are superficial,” 
Sanchez told reporters, refer¬ 
ring to President Raul Castro, 
who replaced his ailing brother 
and 1959 revolutionary leader 
Fidel seven years ago. 

’’The Cuban model is like a 
house in Old Havana. You look 
at the house and ask how it’s 
possible that it’s still standing,” 
she said in Geneva, where she 
was attending a UN human 
rights meeting. 

’’Then the owner comes 
along and wants to change the 
door. He unscrews one screw, 
and with that screw, the whole 
house comes down. The ques¬ 
tion is, which screw is it going 
to be?” 

She said Cuba’s ageing 
leadership faced a stark ’’bio¬ 
logical reality”, growing pub¬ 
lic criticism, and political 
change in Venezuela whose oil 
wealth has kept Havana afloat. 

Named by Time magazine 
as one of the world’s 100 most 
influential people in 2008, 
Sanchez is largely unknown in 
her homeland, where the 
media and Internet are con¬ 
trolled tightly. 

”It’s unacceptable that in the 
21st century, Cuba should be 
the country in the Western 
Hemisphere with the least ac¬ 



cess to modern means of com¬ 
munication. There’s no excuse 
beyond the violent fear the 
government has of the people’s 
access to information,” she 
said. 

Sanchez, 37, has been trav¬ 
elling widely since a reform in 
October that allows Cuban cit¬ 
izens to go abroad for the first 
time without a reviled and 
costly exit visa. 

She said the world should 
not be taken in by changes to 
Cuba’s communist command 
economy. 

’’The reforms lack depth,” 
she said, adding that the same 
goes for politics. 

’’There’s no such thing as 
freedom of association, as 
freedom of expression, there’s 
no political freedom and no 
freedom of opposition,” she 
underlined. 

Cuban dissidents say the 
number of political prisoners 
in the country has fallen from 
300 in 2003 to around 50 — 
though the government denies 
there are any at all. 


Trade, drug war at center of Obama visit to Mexico

MEXICO CITY (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
headed to Mexico yesterday to 
put trade back at the heart of 
bilateral ties, but his southern 
neighbor’s shifting drug war 
tactics loom large over the 
visit. 

Mexican President Enrique 
Pena Nieto hosts Obama on 
the first stop of a three-day trip 
that will also take him to Costa 
Rica for a summit with Central 


American leaders, with trade, 
US immigration reform and 
the battle against drug cartels 
high on the agenda. 

After almost seven years of 
bloodshed by drug gangs that 
has left 70,000 people dead in 
Mexico, Pena Nieto and 
Obama have both made clear 
they want to turn the spotlight 
back on trade ties and other 
matters. 

’’We’ve spent so much time 


on security issues between the 
United States and Mexico that 
sometimes I think we forget 
this is a massive trading part¬ 
ner responsible for huge 
amounts of commerce and 
huge numbers of jobs on both 
sides of the border,” Obama 
said on Tuesday. 

Twenty years into the North 
American Free Trade Agree¬ 
ment (NAFTA), also including 
Canada, Mexico is Washing¬ 
ton’s third-ranked trade part¬ 
ner, with $500 billion 
exchanged every year. 

Mexico and Washington 
want to ’’talk about the bene¬ 
fits and the need to re-balance 
and diversify the relationship,” 
Sergio Alcocer, Mexico’s 
deputy foreign minister for 
North America, told AFP. 

Before Obama’s departure, 
the United States announced 
the creation of a bilateral 
forum on higher education, in¬ 
novation and research to 
broaden educational ex¬ 
changes. 


But the relationship has 
been marked by deep cooper¬ 
ation in the fight against pow¬ 
erful drug cartels that make 
billions of dollars by feeding 
cocaine, marijuana and heroin 
to US addicts. 

The United States is provid¬ 
ing $1.9 billion in aid, includ¬ 
ing police training and 
crime-fighting equipment, to 
help Mexico fight the drug 
gangs. 

Pena Nieto, who visited 
Obama in Washington shortly 
before taking office in Decem¬ 
ber, wants to refocus the drug 
war on reducing the wave of 
violence plaguing his country. 

While he is keeping troops 
that were deployed in the 
streets by his predecessor for 
now, he has launched a new 
strategy that includes a crime 
prevention program and a shift 
in the way Mexico will work 
with US law enforcement. 

His predecessor, Felipe 
Calderon, forged unprece¬ 
dented security ties with 
Washington by allowing US 


agencies to deal directly with 
Mexican counterparts during 
his six-year administration. 

But the new government 
wants to channel all security 
matters through a ”one-stop 
window,” the powerful interior 
ministry, which has been 
tasked with coordinating Mex¬ 
ico’s fight against organized 
crime. 

Obama said he was not yet 
ready to judge how Pena 
Nieto’s strategy would change 
security relations until he had 
spoken to him. 

Rights groups want Obama 
to address the high level of im¬ 
punity in Mexico, with Re¬ 
porters Without Borders 
urging the US leader to com¬ 
mit to helping ’’restore the rule 
of law and civil liberties” in a 
country where 86 journalists 
have been killed in the past 10 
years. 

Obama then travels to San 
Jose for a summit with Cen¬ 
tral American leaders before 
returning to Washington the 
next day.
